In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the invention. The discussion including: fraud 
occuring on the internet during online shopping, previous preventive steps that has been created yet are easy to 
overcome,and the invention claimed by applicant which attempts to create a new preventive technique by creating a 
machine fingerprint unique to the access device. Applicant discussed that the fingerprint is created by looking at the 
configurafion of the conputer, selecting attriubutes which will disfinguish the computer from other computers and then 
creating an attribute string and perfonning a basing algorithm on the string (in other words encrypting it) to produce a 
unique fingerprint which is normally stored on the computer. The Applicant clearly pointed out that this fingerpnnt is not 
a cookie. Applicant further explained that when the device accesses the internet the remote server will as for the 
fingerprint and compare it with a database of other fingerprints to assure that the fingerprint is authentic. Applicant 
reviewed claims 14 and 1 which the applicant explained elluded to this feature but would be clarified by amendment. 
Applicant gave the proposed amendment for claim 1 as follows: limitation (a) will remove identifying profile parameter 
and replace with fingerprint that ids access device. Limitation (a) will end in defining what a finger print is: wherein 
machine fingerprint comprises a hash attribute string which is a concatenation of attributes associated with the access 
device. Applicant reference fig. 3 and page 18, lines 10-13 of the specification to support this amendment. Applicant 
intends to incorporate other references within the spec that refer to other attributes of the access device in the 
amendment to follow. Applicant discussed how AAPA nor Nguyen teach using configuration data of the access device 
to create a unique fingerprint. Examiner stated that the proposed claims help to clarify the invention and after receiving 
the amendment further search will be conducted.. 
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
